checked by the Civil War, but was 
revised in 1865, when a convention 
was held at which representa- 
tives of 80 clubs were present. 

A Rockford, Ill, team first em- 
ployed regularly salaried players, 
but the Cincinnati Red Stockings, 
organized in 1868, is considered the 
first professional ‘club, It made a 
tour in 1869, winning 69 games 
without meeting a single defeat. 
In 1870 it won 29 straight games, 
being defeated in the 30th by the 
Atlantics of Brooklyn, 

Gamblers having gotten control 
of the game, a convention was held 
in Louisville in 1876, at which 
strict rules to overcome bribery, 
betting by other players and oth- 
er abuses were adopted, and the 
National League was formed. 
There are now more than 20 pro- 
fessional leagues, of which the Na- 
tional and the American (original- 
ly the Western, formed by Ban 
Johnson in 1893) are the two “big | 
leagues.” 

The most significant event in 
recent baseball history was the ap- 
pointment of Judge Kenesaw 
Mountaia Landis as “baseball czar” 

in 1920, 


GROW NEW FORESTS 
In the past, lumbermen have 


waste of the country’s forests, and 


it may be that much timber has 
been cut without proper regard for 
future needs, 

At present, however, the lumber- 
men appear to be keenly alive to 
the necessity for conservation of 
timber and reforestation of cut- 
over areas. In fact, such a move- 
ment among the lumbermen has 
been under way in several states 
for quite a while. 

At a convention in Chicago, the 
National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association commended the inter- 
est in reforestation being taken by 
the government and by the fores- 
try departments of many states. A 
resolution adopted by the conven- 
tion said: 

“We urge continuance of this in- 
terest and cooperation, both public 
and private, to bring about sound 
conditions for perpetuating our 
forest industry.” 

Better means of fire protection 
in existing forests were also ree- 
ommended, as well as favorable 
tax measures to encourage private 
forest growing enterprises, 

It is fortunate that this matter 
is engaging the attention of the 
country at large to a greater ex- 
tent than ever before. No natural 
resource is more essential to our 
national welfare than our forests,
